Selectmen continue to battle Olin over EPA regulations

WILMINGTON — On Mon- 


day night Town Manager 


Jeffrey Hull provided an 
update on the correspon- 
dence between Olin and the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), and the two 


- are still not seeing eye to eye. 


The piece of correspon- 
dence was received from 
James DiLorenzo of the 
EPA and related to Olin’s 
response to EPA’s proposal 
to develop alternatives to 
addressing remediation. 

EPA proposed the devel- 
opment of alternatives to 
address contaminants in 
operating unit one which is 
the Olin property itself, 
operating unit two which is 


the off property sediment 
and surface water, and then 
a portion of operating unit 
three which includes the 
dense aqueous phase liquid 
(DAPL). 

“Olin’s response to EPA is 
that they do not believe that 
there is enough information 
at this point to issue a feasi- 
bility study. They do not 
believe, as does the EPA, 
that the DAPL is a so-called 
principled threat waste 
which is a term that is de- 
fined within the EPA lexi- 
con of relations where they 
suggest that because it’s not 
mobile it doesn’t need to be. 

“These are my words not 
theirs, but essentially they 
don’t believe that there is 
quite the level of urgency 
that EPA is suggesting there 
is in terms of beginning to 


look at alternatives,” ex- 
plained Hull. “Olin also be- 
lieves that in developing 
remedial alternatives for the 
DAPL at this point in time 
they undermine other solu- 
tions that might be available 
for the ground water con- 
tamination, so there’s clear- 
ly a difference of opinion 
between Olin and EPA.” 

At the prior Board of Sel- 
ectmen meeting (April 10), 
Hull mentioned that Olin 
had exercised a measure in 
terms of their agreement 
with the EPA for further 
discussion on this topic, for 
which the two were sched- 
uled to have met earlier on 
Monday. 

“T would expect in the next 
week or so we would get a 
further update from EPA 
as to what came out of the 


meeting today,” said Hull. 

Selectman Chair Michael 
Champoux then asked if the 
town is continuing to seek 
interpretation of communi- 
cations such as this from 
Geolnsight, an environ- 
mental consulting firm, and 
getting insight when it-is 
appropriate, to which Hull 
responded that they were.~. 

Selectman Kevin Caira 
then said he finds Olin not 
handling the DAPL insult- 
ing. 

“This is really insulting for 
Olin to talk about the DAPL 
and to not take care of that. 
I mean, I’m not an expert at 
it, but EPA wants them to 
handle it and they have the 
gall to not want to do that. I 
would think that EPA would

TAX RECORDS:

TO KEEP

It is even more important for taxpayers 
to have a copy of last year’s tax return as the IRS makes 
changes to authenticate and protect taxpayer identity. 
Beginning in 2017, some taxpayers who e-file will need to 
enter either the prior-year Adjusted Gross Income or the 
prior-year self-select PIN and date of birth. If filing jointly, 
both taxpayers’ identities must be authenticated with this 
information. The AGI is clearly labeled on the tax return. 

Taxpayers who need tax information can request a free 
transcript for the past three tax years. The ‘Get Transcript’ 
tool on IRS. gov is the fastest way to get a transcript. 

If taxpayers are still keeping old tax returns and receipts 
stuffed in a shoebox in the back of the closet, they might want 
to rethink that approach. Keep tax, financial and health 
records safe and secure whether stored on paper or kept 
electronically. When records are no longer needed for tax 
purposes, ensure the data is properly destroyed to prevent the 
information from being used by identity thieves. 

If disposing of an old computer, tablet, mobile phone or 

} back-up hard drive, keep in mind it includes files and 
personal data. Removing this information may require spe- 
cial disk utility software.

Hel show up in a class- 
roon with a large ball under 
his am, and kids would all 
gree him, "Mr. Cushing!" 

The game could be basket- 
ball softball dodgeball, or 
kickball. Larry | Cushing 
would take the class out to 
the schoolyard or over to the 
towi common for a physical 
edudgation session that the 
kids*would always call just 
by his name. 

Lawrence H. Cushing 
served the town as school 
athletic director and town 
recréation director for near- 
ly 40 years, from 1949 to 
1978. Before he arrived, 
there were five school 
teams, three for boys, two 
for girls and no recreation 
program. By the time he 
retired, there were more 
than 22 school teams and a 
full schedule of recreation 
programs. 

‘Larry Cushing died in 1984, 
and two years later, a new 
gymnasium was dedicated 
to him. That gym was torn 
down when the new high 
school was built. On 
Saturday, Town Meeting will 
be asked to name the gym- 
nasium in the new high 
school for him. 

He was a three-sport ath- 
lete in Everett in the late 
1920s, and was awarded a 
sponsorship to Harvard. But 
one year into the program, 
his father died, and Larry 
had to support the family. 
But he kept his athletic spir- 
it, playing ball in the Boston 
Park League. During the 
1930s, he came to Wilming- 
ton, playing for the Maroons 
club while working for the 
WPA, the Works Progress 
Administration. Among 
other jobs, he worked on the 
construction of the stone 
building in Wildwood 
Cemetery and the sidewalks 
along Church Street. 

He continued playing 
sports, and was signed by 
the Boston Red Sox, playing 
in the minor leagues. Among 
other claims ‘to fame, he

pitched batting practice to 
both Babe Ruth and Lou 
Gehrig. 
He married Gertrude 
Baldwin, and by the time 
World War II began, they 
had four children. 
Gertrude's uncle, Charlie 
Baldwin, owned a cottage at 
10 Jones Ave. at Silver Lake, 
and that became the 
Cushing home, in the middle 
of a Baldwin-Cushing-Lynch 
neighborhood. The hurri- 
cane of 1938 dropped four 
large pine trees on the 
house. Baby number five, 
John P. "Jackie" Cushing 
was born there in 1943. 
During the war, Larry 
enlisted in the Seabees, the 
construction battalions of 
the U.S. Navy. He was ready 


to ship out on deployment 
when a messenger pulled 
him out. He was assigned a 
baseball team for the base 
and spent the rest of the war 
playing baseball for the U.S. 
Navy. He played against sev- 
eral men who became well- 
known in post-war years, 
including Yogi Berra. 

After the war, he attended 
college under the GI Bill, 
receiving a bachelor's and a 
master's degree in educa- 
tion. 

In 1949, Larry and his son 
Jackie started in the Wil- 
mington school system at 
the same time, Larry as a 
teacher, Jackie in the first 
grade. That same year, Jim- 
my, the youngest of Ger- 
trude and Larry's eight chil-

than the issues for discus- 
sion or care for the person 
in your meeting. 

I have one friend who has 
three cell phones out on 
the table at every meeting 
with everyone. What is this 
about? Do you really think 
a person like this is “listen-

BOSTON — The Ways and 
Means Committee is rapid- 
ly making progress in de- 
veloping the Fiscal Year 
2018 budget for the Com- 
monwealth of Massachu- 
setts and the state govern- 
ment related programs. 
Since the members of Ways 
and Means were assigned 
their positions on the com- 
mittee for this legislative 
session, the committee has 
met for hearings in Beverly, 
Boston, Everett, Roxbury 
and Worcester, hearing tes- 
timony from a number of 
state elected officials, agen- 
cies and organizations. 

These groups include the 
Lieutenant Governor, the 
Inspector General, the Ex- 
ecutive Office for Adminis- 
tration and Finance, the 

Department of Business 
Development, and the De- 
partment of Environmen- 
tal Protection, among many 
others. Each of these indi- 
viduals and organizations 
have all stepped forward to 
testify on their budget 
needs, revenue projections, 
and improvements to pro- 
grams over the last fiscal 
year. 

“This is a great opportuni- 
ty for us in the legislature 
to hear what these groups 
have and have not accom- 
plished over the past year,” 
said Representative Miceli 
upon the conclusion of the 
Beverly hearing, which fo- 
cused on the topics of ener- 
gy, the environment and 
transportation services. 
“Today I heard about gains 
the Commonwealth has 
made in renewable energy, 
an up-to-date view on the 
Solar Cap, and how the 
state will need to address 


the energy deficit from the 
upcoming closure of the 
Pilgrim Nuclear power 
plant in Plymouth.” 

He continued, “these 
meetings are more than 
budget projections; it gives 
us a venue to ask a wide 
variety of questions to the 
commissioners themselves, 
and gives us a lot of impor- 
tant information that the 
committee will use to in- 
form the decisions we will 
make between now and our 
goal of mid-April for our 
budget’s release.” 

At the hearing which took 
place at Endicott College in 
Beverly, Rep. Miceli took one 
of these aforementioned 
opportunities to interact with 
commissioners of important 
state agencies directly, ask- 
ing Commissioner Suuberg 
of the Department of En- 
vironmental Protection to 
have the DEP take a more 
active role in the monitoring 
of the proposed Transrail 
location in Wilmington in 
order to best prevent an envi- 
ronmental catastrophe. 

Commissioner Suuberg 
responded, “I’m well aware 
of Transrail and their repu- 
tation, especially the issues 
which have arisen from 
their properties in New 
Jersey. They have been 
cited for everything from 
issues with their trucks to 
leaving their rail cars on 
sites filled to the brim with 
rubbish, to much more seri- 
ous issues. Now they want 
to bring this to the Boston 
area, and it will have 
impact not only on Wil- 
mington, but the entire 
region unless properly ad- 
dressed.” 


These important multi- 


hearing weeks continued 
for the Ways and Means 
Committee through March 
31, with the broad topics of 
Health and Human Ser-. 
vices, and Education and” 
Local Aid being the main 
focus. Anticipated issues 
that will be discussed at 
these hearings are the opi- 
ate crisis, and the partner- 
ship between the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Com- 
munity Development and 
the Department of Veterans 
Services in helping to place 
the last of the homeless vet- 
erans into stable housing, 
needs of the Department of 
mental health, and the 
Commonwealth’s approach 
to local aid in FY18. 

The House Committee on 
Ways and Means released 
its budget this past Monday, 
April 10, which will be fol- 
lowed shortly by any budget 
amendments that Repre- 
sentatives file to this pro- 
posed budget by Thursday, 
April 18. These proposed 
budgets will be compared 
and weighed out in the com- 
ing weeks before deciding 
upon a final budget. 

There will be no formal 
hearings the week of April 
17 in observance of Pa- 
triot’s day. As such, the 
House of Representatives 
will debate the proposed 
budgets before coming to a 
final agreed upon General. 
Appropriations Act during 
the week of April 24 - 28. 

If all goes as planned, 
Representative Miceli and 
the House Committee on 
Ways and Means will have 
rapidly met their goal of 
releasing their budget rec- 
ommendations to the public 
by mid-April.

Jeff Magee coming home to Tewksbury _

CHICAGO, IL/TEWKS- 
BURY -- When Tewksbury’s 
Jeff Magee makes that 
return trip home, he will be 
coming back a champion. 

Magee, a 2006 graduate of 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School, is an important 
spoke in the Chicago Cubs’ 
championship-driven wheel. 
The 28-year-old Magee is liv- 
ing the dream, while at the 
same time helping so many 
others to make their dreams 
come true. 

When the defending World 
Champions play the Red Sox 
in a three-game series at 
Fenway Park beginning 
April 28, Jeff will be back 
sporting a recent promotion 
as Manager of 
Player/Alumni Relations, an 
important link between the 
Cubs’ business and commu- 
nity to both players and 
alumni. Jeff’s job descrip- 
tion could also include car- 
ing about people, his family 
and the many friendships in 
his life that have helped to 
make this a classic tale of a 
local kid making it by 
steadily working his way up 
the company ladder. 

When the Cubs won that 
championship, Jeff made 
sure that his dad Ron, mom 
Robin and his sister Lindsay 
were at Wrigley Field for 
game three of the World 
Series last October. The 7-2 
loss to the Cleveland Indians 
would be the last time that 
the Cubbies would lose 
before coming back from a 
3-1 deficit to win their first 
World Championship since 
1908. 

The Cubs had blown a 6-3 
lead to the Cleveland 
Indians with two outs in the 
eighth inning before coming 
back to win 8-7 in 10 innings 
in what could arguably be 
called the greatest World 
Series game ever played. 
There was a 17 minute rain 
delay before the start of a 
10th inning that saw Ben 
Zobrist double home the run 
that made World Series his- 
tory. Cubs’ President and 
Director of Baseball 
Operations Theo Epstein 
punched his ticket to the 
Hall of Fame with the victo- 
ry, having been the architect 
behind breaking the Boston 
Red Sox’ “Curse of the 
Bambino” with another 
World Championship back in 
2004. 

That night was the culmi- 
nation of a wild ride for

young Mr. Magee, who left 
Tewksbury with other career 
goals in mind before fate 
stepped in to send his life in 
a different direction. That 
night is one that Jeff will 
never forget. 

At the time that the Cubs 
clinched the championship, 
Jeff held the position of 
Fundraising Programs 
Coordinator for Cubs’ 
Charities. For Magee, much 
of his job satisfaction comes 
from knowing that his work 
will help to make a differ- 
ence in the lives of others. A 
big part of being a champion 
means that you understand 
the importance of giving 
back to a community, and 
having grown up _ in 
Tewksbury and raised in a 
family that is all about giv- 
ing back and caring about 
others, it’s no surprise that 
Jeff gets it big-time when it 
comes to working hard, giv- 
ing back, and caring about 
others less fortunate than 
himself. Part of that good 
fortune was having a front- 
row seat for a Chicago Cubs’ 
baseball fans collective 
dream-come-true. 

“That last week was a blur, 
it all went by so fast,” Magee 
remembers. “I had experi- 
enced just about every 
human emotion the body 
can handle in about 72 
hours. I was excited, anx- 
ious, sad, happy, nervous- 
and mostly overwhelmed. 
Our front office was lucky 
enough to attend every 
game-including game six 
and seven in Cleveland. It 
was thrilling being with so 
many people who have 
worked with the Cubs longer 
than I have- and being with 
so many people who grew up 
Cubs’ fans. It was exciting 
for me - don’t get me 
wrong, but there was some- 
thing so special about seeing 
others experience what 
Boston experienced 12 years 
ago. It was surreal. I 
watched all of the ninth 
inning of game seven in the 
Progressive Field 
Concourse. I had to take a 
quick moment to be by 
myself. My anxiety was at 
an all-time high. 

“After the ninth inning I 
had enough courage to go 
back to my seat to watch the 
rest of the game with my 
colleagues. I remember that 
we had two outs. I watched 
the ball roll to Kris Bryant 
at third base in slow motion. 
I remember squeezing a co- 
worker’s shoulders next to 
me, repeating ‘oh my God... 


Champion Chicago Cubs organization. 


oh my God’ Even though 
there were two outs and like- 
ly there was going to be 
three soon, I kept reminding 
myself the game is never 
over until it’s over. I’m not 
sure how loud I screamed or 
how many people that I 
hugged. I honestly didn’t 
care. We just became World 
Series Champions.” 

“The parade speaks for 
itself,” says Magee. “It was 
the seventh largest gather- 
ing of people in history. It 
was insane. When you are on 
a bus or a trolley and you 
are waving at five million 
people, you are just trying to 
enjoy the moment. I had to 
let reality set in and try to 
make eye contact with as 
many fans as possible. I 
wanted them all to feel how 
important they are to this 
team. Without these fans 
this team wouldn’t be where 
it is today.” 

Part of Magee’s journey 
has seen him working hard 
and proving to the Cubs’ 
front office that he can do to 
job. Multitasking and 
understanding the impact of 
social media are both part of 
what makes Magee a very 
special person in the 
Chicago Cubs’ baseball 
operation-both on and off 
the field. 

“This was my seventh sea- 
son with the Cubs,” offers 
Magee. “I’ve held four dif- 
ferent positions -- Wrigley 
Field Ambassador, 
Corporate Partnership 
Representative and Cubs 
Charities Associate before 
coordinating the fundraising 
programs for Cubs’ 
Charities. The most reward- 
ing part of my job is know- 
ing that your organization 
can make a positive impact 
on the lives of others- from 
creating lasting memories 
for fans by providing a spe- 
cial experience at Wrigley 
Field or providing a grant to 
a non-profit organization in 
need. We are making a dif- 
ference. It’s extremely grati- 
fying knowing how many 
families and children we 
help through Cub Charities. 
Forming personal relation- 
ships with families in need 
made my job truly special.” 

Another special part of 
Jeff’s job are the opportuni- 
ties he gets to share so many 
memorable moments with 
his family, including brother 
Eric and sister Lindsay, who 
also has a special connec- 
tion to some major league 
baseball history through her 
job as a Fenway

Ambassador with the Boston 
Red Sox. Lindsay and her 
mother and father posed for 
a photo with Jeff before that 
Saturday night game at 
Wrigley Field. Dad Ron 
remembers the moment like 
it was yesterday. 

“We were sitting adjacent 
to the third base section, 
and the atmosphere was 
electric,” remembers Ron, 
who was an accomplished 
centerfielder for a champi- 
onship TMHS varsity base- 
ball team in the spring of 
1973. “Before the Cubs lost 
that game it got pretty quiet, 
and that put them in a 3-1 
hole, so the crowd was 
bummed.” 

It wouldn’t be long before 
the Magee family would 
return to Tewksbury after an 
exciting weekend spent with 
their son in Chicago. It also 
wouldn’t be long before the 
Cubs staged a comeback 
that could be heard all the 
way to Tewksbury. Sister 
Lindsay knew just what 
comebacks were all about, 
having worked for the Red 
Sox in 2004 when they came 
back from a 3-0 deficit 
against the hated New York 
Yankees before defeating the 
St Louis Cardinals in four 
straight games. The Magee 
family had a front row seat 
to the erasure of 176 years of 
baseball futility. They would 
also see their daughter get a 
jumpstart on some memo- 
rable moments back in 2002. 


Big sister hired as a 
Fenway Ambassador 


Lindsay Magee graduated 
from Tewksbury Memorial 
High School in 2000, and just 
two years later she was 
hired as a Fenway 
Ambassador while majoring 
in Communications with a 
Political Science minor at 
Northeastern University. 
Her career with the Red Sox 
organization began when 
she answered an advertise- 
ment in the Boston Globe. 
Lindsay was a trailblazer to 
say the least. She was one of 
the original 25 Fenway 
Ambassadors. The team was 
transitioning to a new own- 
ership, with the goal of not 
only fielding a champi- 
onship team, but becoming 
more fan-friendly as well. 
Lindsay would soon be a big 
part of the “new and 
improved” Red Sox organi- 
zation.

A Fenway 
Ambassador has a myriad of 
customer service responsi- 
bilities on any given game 
day or ballpark-wide event, 
including staffing the Fan 
Services Booth . throughout 
the concourses of Fenway 
Park; fielding questions and 
troubleshooting issues as 
they arise; handling lost and 
found inquiries; answering 
phones and responding to 
mail on behalf of the Red 
Sox organization; adminis- 
tering private tours of the 
ballpark as well as carrying 
out random acts of kindness 
on the team’s behalf. There 
is also miscellaneous event 
support and much more. No 
matter what the assign- 
ment, a Fenway 
Ambassador is expected to 
show extraordinary empa- 
thy, kindness and attention 
to detail. The requirement at 
the top of this vast job 
description is dedication to 
the task at hand. Lindsay 
has displayed just the type 
of dedication and energy 
that has impressed the Red 
Sox from her very first day 
on the job. 

The history of the Red Sox 
and the place where she 
worked was not lost on 
Lindsay. She immersed her- 
self in the history of the 
team and the park, noting 
that Northeastern 
University was built on top 
of Huntington Grounds, the 
home of the Red Sox prior to 
Fenway Park, and the site of 
the first-ever World Series in 
1903-a series that the Red 
Sox would win. Now she has 
become part of history her- 
self, getting an up-close-and- 
personal look at the team 
that has won three World 
Championships since she 
was hired. Lindsay cherish- 
es her role with the team 
and the many great memo- 
ries since she began working 
at Fenway Park. 

“It’s hard to pick a favorite 
memory, but the 2003 playoff 
run, the 2004 ALCS and 
World Series and the parade 
on the duck boats, the 2007 
World Series win in 
Colorado, the World Series 
win at home in 2013, and the 
100-year celebration at 
Fenway Park in 2012 are all 
very memorable. It was 
great to be able to share 
those experiences with my 
family, and I was fortunate 
to get tickets for many of the 
playoff games, and while I 
was working, either my par- 
ents or Jeff and Eric would

the Red Sox,” said Lindsay. 

“My first time at Wrigley 
Field was when the Red Sox 
played the Cubs in 2005 for 
the first time since the 1918 
World Series. I went to the 
game with my many friends 
and colleagues from the Sox. 
Both Wrigley and Fenway 
have that old ballpark feel, 
and since I first visited 
Wrigley and began working 
for the Red Sox, both parks 
have made so | many 
improvements while main- 
taining the charm that we 
have all grown to love,” she 
notes. 

It was Jeff’s big sister’s 
connection to another origi- 
nal Fenway Ambassador 
that opened the door for Jeff 
to begin his career with the 
Chicago Cubs. 

“My friend Jahaan Blake 
also started in baseball as 
an original Fenway 
Ambassador. That’s how we 
became friends. I knew that 
she was starting an ambas- 
sador program with the 
Cubs. She knew that my 
brother was in college in 
Chicago, and asked for his 
contact information so he 
could put up flyers at school 
to get people to apply for the 
Wrigley Field Ambassador 
positions. Jeff decided to 
help, and also apply for a 
job himself. Jahaan wanted 
to make sure not to have any 
hand in his hiring so that 
Jeff could get the job on his 
own merits. So for a time we 
were Fenway Park and 
Wrigley Field 
Ambassadors.” ‘ 

Flash forward to the 2016 
World Series at Wrigley 
Field, where the Magee fam- 
ily would get to enjoy the 
well-deserved perks of a son 
working fulltime for the 
Chicago Cubs. Lindsay still 
works part-time as a 
Fenway Ambassador while 
also serving as co-director 
of the West Concord Dance 
Academy with mom Robin, 
who is an accomplished 
dancer and dance instructor. 
There is.always plenty of 
time for another baseball 
memory however. As luck 
would have it, time (and the 
busy schedule) was on the 
Magee family’s side last 
October.

“Knowing Jahaan now, I 
understand that she pur- 
posely didn’t tell me to 
apply. Through a series of 
group and one-on-one inter- 
views, I was hired on as a 
part-time Wrigley Field 
Ambassador. My _ sister 
Lindsay was a huge help 
through that interview 
process for that position, 
since she served in a very 
similar role with the Red 
Sox.” 

Jeff earned that first base- 
ball job strictly on his own 
talent, with Lindsay serving 
as a helpful guide in helping 
her brother learn what he 
would need to be the best 
ambassador he could possi- 
bly be. Blake, now the 
founder and principal owner 
of Blake Customer 
Experience Design in 
Chicago, knew that the 
Magee family cult-of-good- 
personality would help to 
make this a solid hire for the 
Cubs’ organization. 

“Their energy, passion and 
love of the game is what 
makes Jeff and Lindsay the 
perfect colleagues and 
employees,” offered Blake. 
“Fans and co-workers are 
drawn to their personalities 
and immediately connect 
with them. If you are lucky 
enough to work with Lindsay 
or Jeff -- and can understand 
Jeff’s thick Boston accent - 
you have made a friend for 
life.” 

Jeff was helped with his 
adjustment to life in Chicago 
by the fact that the ball- 
parks and the neighborhood 
that surround each are simi- 
lar in ma ny ways. 

“You can definitely appre- 
ciate America’s greatest 
pastime in both ballparks,” 
noted Magee. “Both parks 
are nestled in the middle of 
thriving neighborhoods. 
Fenway’s famous Cask n’ 
Flagon has a feel much like 
Murphy’s Bleachers in 
Chicago. Both places are 
great spots to catch a game. 
Landsdowne Street and 
Sheffield Avenue are each 
filled with fans on game 
days and both parks have 
statues that pay homage to 
great players. Fenway has 
Ted Williams, and of course 
Wrigley has Ernie Banks. 
Both venues have a lot of 
green -- the Green Monster 
at Fenway and The Ivy at 
Wrigley Field.” 

“The journey with the Cubs 
has been very special for 
me,” says Magee. “There 
was an overwhelming sense 
of excitement and pride 
when both cities finally won 
championships. It felt like 
all of New England could 
finally exhale after holding

its’ breath for 86 years. That 
same feeling of pride and 
joy happened in Chicago last 
year. It was unbelievable. 
Finally, Chicago could 
exhale after 108 years. The 
atmosphere in the Chicago 
area was special. The 
streets were packed with 
fans. It was amazing to have 
my family be able to share 
this experience with me. I 
feel like everything came 
full circle. Not only was I 
able to invite my family to 
be part of this journey with 
me, but I was also able to 
share this with Jahaan, who 
was the link to the career 
that I have now. There was 
the woman who hired me, 
my parents who supported 
my decision to move to 
Chicago, and my sister who 
was with the Red Sox when 
they won in 2004. 

“It was like the perfect 
ending to a movie. We didn’t 
win that night that my fami- 
ly was in Chicago, but I 
couldn’t wait to let them all 
try on my World Series 
ring.” 

When Jeff comes back to 
Fenway Park he will be 
returning as a champion, 
with that sparkling ring on 
his finger to prove it. 
Somehow it won’t be the 
same as sitting in the stands 
as a Red Sox fan back when 
he was a kid. It just might be 
a whole lot better. 

“lve been back to Fenway 


a handful of times since I 
moved to Chicago. Now I 
display my Cubs’ gear when 
I go as a fan,” said Magee. 
“Tt’s funny how the two roles 
have connected me back to 
Boston. I was able to sur- 
prise my grandmother a 
couple of years ago and 
bring her down on the field 
and I was able to bring one 
of my friends to the clinch- 
ing game of the World Series 
at Fenway in 2013. 

“T was to countless Red Sox 
games when I was younger. 
It was the most exciting 
thing that I did growing up. 
When my mom or dad got 
tickets it was an event. The 
only thing better than 
watching the game was stop- 
ping at the food vendors on 
the. way in- and out- of the 
game.”

turn the franchise’ around 
on the field, but he added 
the HSCM event to the var- 
ied fundraising efforts that 
include Cubs Charities. Last 
year the HSCM Chicago 
event raised over $400,000 for 
Theo’s Foundation to Be 
Named Later, which benefits 
Chicago’s disadvantaged 
students. 

This year for the first time 
the Red Sox and Cubs will 
join forces for the night that 
celebrates music, baseball 
and giving back. One of the 
highlights of the VIP 
evening at The Paradise 
Saturday, April 29 will be a 
performance by Pearl Jam’s 
Eddie Vedder and the Hot 
Stove All-Stars, Theo 
Epstein and Hall of Fame 
baseball writer Peter 
Gammons are always part of 
that all-star band. Several 
past and present Red Sox 
and Cubs players will also be 
part of the big night of 
music and baseball memo- 
ries in Boston. 

Fans of the Red Sox are 
familiar with their team’s 
association with the Jimmy 
Fund and Dana Farber, 
which dates back to Ted 
Williams’ early years in 
Boston. The Red Sox are 
very active in helping chil- 
dren with cancer, and Cubs 
Charities has stepped up to 
the plate with a diverse line- 
up of fundraising in Chicago 
that includes helping with

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programs in_ education, 
physical fitness, youth base- 
ball, softball and special 
recreation programs, the 
Kerry Wood Cubs’ Field 

(Chicago public high schools 
and playoffs), while also 
helping to fund playing 
fields all over the city, 
including the first-ever con- 
struction of a ‘wheelchair 
field’ designed specifically 
for people with disabilities. 

The ‘Cubs’ Charities web- 
site (CubsCharities.com) 
offers up a history that dates 
back to the death of Cubs’ 
infielder Steve Macko in the 
early 1980’s. Macko passed 
away from cancer at 27. At 
the time, team physician Dr. 
Jacob Suker inspired the 
team to fundraise for cancer 
research and treatment pro- 
grams. 

The team charity was 
formed in 1981 as “Cubs 
Care” and hosted its first 
“Meet the Team” fundrais- 
ing event. The charity was 
officially incorporated | in 
Illinois in 1986. While 1986 
was the official beginning of 
Chicago Cubs Charities, the 
team’s charitable efforts has 
even deeper roots in the 
past. Cubs’ Charities goals 
expanded beyond cancer 
research when in 1991 Cubs 
Care partnered with the 


Robert R. McCormack 
Foundation, a valued 
alliance that still exists 
today. 


Since beginning that part- 
nership, Cubs Care has 
given more than 700 grants, 
worth more than 18 million 
dollars to Chicago non-profit 
organizations. The 
McCormack Foundation 
matches 50 cents on every 
dollar donated by Cubs 
Charities, and Cubs Care 
grants focus specifically on 
creating opportunities for 
at-risk youths in the areas of 
education, youth sports, 
health and wellness. 

Cubs Charities and Cubs 
Care have donated an aver- 
age of 2.29 million dollars to 
non-profit organizations and 
programs serving youth and 
families in need. 

Jeff Magee’s relationship 
with Cubs Charities has 
been rewarding not only for 
the work itself, but in the 
friendships built along the 
way- every day. 

“Our job was to make an 
impact for children and 
their families in the Chicago 
area,” says Magee. “My spe- 
cific role in fundraising was 
to control anything that 
Cubs Charities produces. 
That could he as simple as 
making sure that our video- 
board messages are priced, 
delivered and executed with 
first-class customer service 
and to ensure that the 50/50 
raffle program is staffed, 
priced and marketed appro 
priately to assist the player 
foundations with fundraising 
efforts.

winner. The night that the 
Cubs raised their World 
Championship banner over 
Wrigley Field, Rizzo would 
deliver the game winning hit 
in a 3-2 victory over the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 

More important than any 
game winning hit or cham- 
pionship banner is the fact 
after surviving cancer, the 
27-year-old Rizzo started the 
Anthony Rizzo Family 
Foundation which has raised 
$2.5 million for cancer 
research: Recently ESPN 
profiled Rizzo and his close- 
knit Italian family in the 
Florida neighborhood that 
he still calls home. Rizzo 
called the area “a place 
where I can get away from 
the limelight. It’s an old- 
Italian, Northeast thing.” 

Rizzo also calls Jeff Magee 
a friend. The two friends 
have an innate sense of how 
to use social media for all 
that is good and positive in 
the world today. The kid 
from Florida and the kid 
from Tewksbury walked 
together for much of a 
recent 5K walk-off to raise 
money for the Rizzo 
Foundation. 

Rizzo was the kid with the 
all-star reputation and a 
smile that says he loves 
what he’s doing for others. 
Jeff Magee was the kid in 
the bright blue sneakers 
next to Rizzo. He was the kid 
who took a chance and 
moved to Chicago to pursue 
a dream. He was the kid who 
after the Cubs clinched the 
title got to jet with Rizzo and 
teammates David Ross and 
Dexter Fowler to make an 
appearance on Saturday 
Night Live with special 
guest Bill Murray. 

“I was lucky enough to join 
Rizzo, Fowler and Ross for 
that appearance on SNL, 
which has always been one 
of my favorite shows,” 
offered Magee not long after 
that exciting trip. “A few of 
our friends got to hang out 
in the Green Room.” 

Hanging with Bill Murray 
is not a bad way for a 28- 


year-old to spend a Saturday 
night. Jeff also gets to hang 
with Rizzo, an athlete with 
homespun qualities of fami- 
ly-first that equals that of 
Magee and many of his 
friends back in Tewksbury. 

“Anthony Rizzo has always 
been a great presence in the 
clubhouse, and has truly 
blossomed into a leader in 
recent. years,” said Magee. 
“Being around the same age 
and working on the Cubs 
Charities initiatives togeth- 
er, we have become friends. 
He is extremely humble, 
inclusive, authentic and 
charitable.” 

Back when he arrived in 
Chicago, Magee had a plan. 
Maybe he would make a 
film. Maybe he would make 
new and important friends. 
None of that would ultimate- 
ly matter. Jeff was helping 
others to pursue their 
dreams to live better lives. 
He has the stories to back up 
the fact that he is doing 
something that he genuinely 
loves. 

“There was this little girl 
Audrey who was diagnosed 
with cancer at a very young 
age, who we got to know and 
love,” Magee remembers. 
“We were introduced to her 
at a spring training game in 
Mesa, Arizona. Before the 
game she took part in Cubs’ 
manager Joe Maddon’s 
annual Respect Bald event, 
where players gathered to 
shave their heads in support 
of pediatric cancer aware- 
ness. Audrey became a great 
friend of the organization, 
becoming friends with our 
mascot Clark. The two 
exchanged emails and video 
messages throughout the 
season. 

“We were able to reunite 
with Audrey, who lives with 
her family in Arizona, this 
past September when Cubs 
Charities and Major League 
Baseball hosted Childhood 
Cancer Awareness day at 
Wrigley Field. She joined 
her family as our guests for 
the game. She had an unfor- 
gettable day, and she threw 


out the ceremonial first 
pitch with her dad, met Cubs 
players and coaches and got 
to hang out with her pal 
Clark. It was exciting to see 
the joy that we were able to 
give Audrey and her family.” 

Jeff will be coming home 
to Tewksbury to spend some 
time with his family before a 
busy weekend in Boston. 
His new job with the Cubs 
has him multitasking to the 
max. Jeff is enjoying every 
minute of this new journey, 
but he still manages to find 
plenty of time for family and 
friends. 

And of course it’s nothing 
like returning to his home 
town as a member of the 
World Champion Chicago 
Cubs. Magee sounds like a 
team player, and who can 
blame him, given the suc- 
cess of the team and the 
high-level of his perform- 
ance as a member of the 
Cubs’ organization. 

“Now I serve as a liaison 
between any Cubs-related 
business, community and 
charity inquiries and our 
current roster, alumni and 
family. And Theo Epstein is 
a true leader. He makes 
everyone feel like they are 
part of the team. After we 
won the championship, he 
stressed that whether you 
worked with him directly on 
the baseball side, or indi- 
rectly on the business side, 
we all contributed to the 
Cubs winning the World 
Series.” 

In March, Jeff’s parents 
made the trip to Mesa, 
Arizona for a four-day stay 
to visit their son and take in 
some Cubs’ exhibition 
games. When the Cubs 
opened their regular season 
in Chicago, they raised their 
World Championship 
Banner with that big blue 
“W” before presenting the 
team and staff with their 
World Championship rings 
the next night. Jeff got his 
ring and sent home a photo 
of his clenched fist wearing 
that ring thrust proudly at 
the camera. It was a big 
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Batre retired Chicago Cubs catcher David Ross signed up 
for his stint on Dancing with the Stars, he was taking somie 
time for.a smiling selfie with Tewksbury’s Jeff Magee before

He then became a part- 
itime student at 
iNortheastern University, 
attending classes at night, 
‘while working, and he ended 
lup earning his degree in 
11991.
